A SPECIAL REPORT FROM THE CHICAGO PHOTO SHOW 


by BOB SCHWALBERG 


CHICAGO—The 34th annual week-long trade show and whing-—ding of the Master Photo 
Dealers' and Finishers' Association, held at the Conrad Hilton hotel here in March, 
defies simple summation. It was a big show-——only IPEX and Photokina were bigger— 
with a record—breaking total of more than 150 exhibitors scattered helter-—skelter 
over three floors, and anyone who thinks that its impact can be boiled into a few 
sentences just wasn't there. Once again, the 35-mm camera, its lenses and acces-— 
sories formed the biggest battalion, filling more booth-space and, probably, more 
dealers' order blanks. 

And yet, if a lethal weapon were pointed at this reporter's cranium and a one-— 
word analysis demanded, I'd have one ready: AUTOMATION 

This trend toward taking some of the thinking away from the photographer and 
building it into the camera wasn't born here, or at last year's, or any year's show. 
Probably it had its start when somebody got the idea that some pieces of metal with 
assorted springs and stuff could slice time better than a photographer waving his 
hat in front of the lens. And, historians will note, the first truly automatic 
"electric-—eye" camera was the Kodak Super 620, marketed back in 1937. Our stand on 
automation as the key trend this time around is based on sheer weight of numbers. 
Not counting previously introduced equipment (like the Agfa Silette, "66," and 
Voigtlander Vitomatic) which were exhibited, and a good number of discontinued items 
that were not, nine different firms took this occasion to introduce sixteen brand-new 
automatic exposure—computing cameras (five 35's and 1l 8—mm movie cameras). 

Bell & Howell displayed a handsome line-up of four electric-eye cameras which 
set your exposure for you as you film the scene. Two of these new 8's are so com-— 
pletely automated that the user doesn't even have to set the camera for Daylight or 
Type A Kodachrome exposure indexes, this onerous chore being handled by a so-called 
"solar grid" on the front face of the meter. What this is, actually, is a yellow 
filter which automatically compensates for the speed difference between the two films 
by absorbing blue in daylight for the EI 10 rating, while passing most of the arti- 
ficial rays for EI 16.(Continued on page 16)

The Model C 
has a built-in meter, sells for exactly $25 
more with either lens. 


MAMIYA, whose Metramatic we've al- 
ready covered, also introduced a non- 
automatic model, the Metra, with built-in 
meter, life-size etched-frame finder with 
automatic parallax correction, coupled 
rangefinder, Seikosha MFX shutter, rapid 


wind and rewind, and 48-mm f/1.9 Ma- 
miya Sekor lens. Clothed in a light-gray 
leather-covered body, the Metra sells for 
$109.50. 


ARGUS introduced two new cameras, 
one modification. The new cameras are 
the Matchmatic (See What's New story 
on page 60) and the V-100, a West Ger- 
man-built camera with combined range- 
finder-viewfinder, built-in meter, Synchro 
Compur shutter, rapid advance lever (at 
bottom), and a choice of lenses. With a 
52-mm Cintar f/2.8 the V-100 sells for 
$109.95; with a 48-mm Cintagon f/2 it’s 
$139.55. The modification involves the 
Argus C-44 which now has a double- 
stroke film-advance lever and a pop-up 
rapid rewind crank, at $99.95. 


The ASAHI PENTAX has two new 
35-mm wide-angle lenses, an f/2.3 retro- 
focus type and a conventionally designed 
{/4. Both the 83-mm f/1.9 and the 135-mm 
f/3.5 Takumar lenses have new light- 
weight black mounts with preset dia- 
phragms, and the accessory line-up now 
includes a bellows focusing device, ex- 
tension tubes, and a microscope adaptor. 


OLYMPUS 35-S Il, the latest member 
of the Olympus family of 35’s, is a $79.95 
unit with a 48-mm f/2.8, combined range- 
viewfinder with illuminated frame-lines 
plus automatic parallax correction, short 
(120-degree) stroke advance lever, fold- 
ing rapid rewind crank and Seikosha 
MF*X shutter to 1/500 second. 


TOPCON REFLEX. A minor sensation 
was aroused by the unheralded introduc- 
tion of this single-lens prism-reflex with 
instant-return mirror (previously avail- 
able only in the Asahi cameras), focal

The Topcon-R will sell for $269.50 with 
58-mm f/1.8 Auto Topcor lens, and a 35- 
mm Auto Topcor f/2.8 retrofocus wide- 
angle will sell for $139.50. Tokyo Optical 
Co., Ltd., makers of the Topcon-R also 
introduced their Topcon-L to this coun- 
try, a $99.50 35-mm camera boasting an 
automatic parallax correcting 1:1 etched- 
line bright-frame view-rangefinder, LVS- 
coupled Selkosha shutter (top speed 
1/500), 44-mm f/2 lens, and a commend- 
able top-of-the-camera light meter that 
reads directly in exposure value num- 
bers. 


GRAFLEX announced three new changes 
in their Century 35 camera: an f/2.8 
Prominar 48-mm lens (instead of the pre- 
vious f/3.5), a floating etched-line view- 
finder frame with parallax correction 
markers, and a second “ear” on the fo- 
cusing wheel which now provides more 
convenient two-finger focusing. The cam- 
era lists at $64.50 alone, or may be ob- 
tained in kit form with case and Graflash 
B-C unit for $79.50. 


SNEAK PREVIEW: Shown at the Japan 
Camera Industry Association booth, but 
not now being imported into the U. S., 
was the Auto Tera II B, a 35 with a re- 
markable film-transport system.

Slide-projector manufacturers hit the 
show with an interesting variety of new 
products ranging from simplified, econ- 
omy models to powerful and complex 
automatic projectors.

400 and 400-Automatic, two inexpensive 
($22.50 and $29.95 respectively) projec- 
tors designed primarily for owners of 
low-cost 127 and 35-mm cameras, and 
Kodak’s handsome, unusually styled Cav- 
aleade, which at $149.50, features an up- 
and-down slide-changing. system, optional 
500- or 300-watt output, and just about 
every combination of automatic, semi- 
automatic, and manual slide-changing op- 
eration’ imaginable 

Kodak also introduced a new 500-watt 
big brother of the Kodak 300 model. Like 
the 300-watter, the 500 is available with 
either the Kodak Readymatic Changer or 
an automatic magazine changer. It ac- 
cepts 35-mm, Bantam, or Super-Slides 
without changing condensers, has a four- 
inch f/3.5 Ektanon lens, and is priced at 
$74.50 with Readymatic, $84.50 with auto- 
matic magazine. 

The attention to styling and eye-appeal 
evident in so many new photographic 
products in recent years is reflected in 
Revere’s new 503 and 505. Both these 
compact models utilize magazine trays 
and intermix all types of 2x2-inch mounts 
(with an accessory condenser lens avail- 
able for Super-Slide projection). Both 
Reveres offer manual and automatic-se- 
quence slide-changing, a Wollensak 5-inch 
f/3.5 lens, a pointer, and a leveling con- 
trol.

IN BAD WEATHER 


Although a run of bad weather—rain, mist, fog, thunder 
storms, or glowering gray skies—can throw vacation plans 
awry, it actually provides a photographer with the chance 
to take his most interesting summer pictures. For example, 
Hal Berg recorded this delicately-toned scene at Monhegan 
Island on a fog-shrouded day. He used 35-mm, and exposed 
Plus-X film for 1/25 second at f/5.6. With today’s choice of 
fast films, adequate exposure in bad weather is no problem 
even with a simple camera. Try color, too, capturing the soft 
pastels and muted monochromatic effects which are even 
more beautiful, sometimes, than the raw colors of bright sun- 
light. Use an exposure meter; bad-weather lighting can be 
deceptive. To protect your lens from rain, mist, or wind-driven 
spray try a neutral-density filter. 


EXTEND YOUR 





AFTER DARK 





Night pictures are dramatic and fascinating, too, and summer 
offers plenty of opportunity for good ones. Basically, there 
are two techniques for shooting pictures after dark. One 
is to place your camera on a tripod or other firm support 
and make a time exposure, being extremely careful not 
to jiggle the camera while the shutter is open. Karl Linggi’s 
view of fireworks exploding over a castle was made in this 
way. He opened the lens of his twin-lens camera to f{/3.5 





and exposed Tri-X for 20 seconds—long enough for one 
display to burst. The second technique for night photog- 
raphy is to use a fast film, slow shutter, and wide lens 
aperture for a snapshot by whatever light is available. An ' 
example of this is E. B. Henderson’s intimate glimpse of 

a couple at a summer jazz festival, far right. Henderson’s 
camera was a 35-mm, and he exposed Tri-X for 1/25 second 

at f/1.4 because of extremely poor light.

OU can have the thrills of big game hunting with- 

out spending weeks on a safari. Instead of loading 

up with 30-caliber shells on the veldt, try your 35- 
mm camera and a long-focus lens at your nearest zoo. 

Actually any focal length lens will do for zoo pictures, 
but a telephoto or long-focus does pull you in closer for 
impact. Even a 120 reflex camera can give “telephoto” 
effects if you center your image and then crop to 35-mm 
size on the negative when printing. Another feature of 
many long-focus lenses is that at close range they can 
blur the slender bars or wire mesh of a cage until they 
literally become invisible. It’s possible to focus on an 
animal 30 feet within an enclosure, shooting through a 
heavy mesh fence, and get a picture that doesn’t show 
a trace of the wires. 

You don’t have to contend with fences and bars at 
some zoos. The pictures on these pages were made at 
the Bronx and Detroit zoos, both noted for their unusual 
open exhibits. I used a Praktina with a 240-mm Novoflex 
Follow-Focus lens. The lens is focused by a spring- 
activated pistol grip and can (Continued on page 160 )

SIX PRECAUTIONS FOR HOT-WEATHER PROCESSING 





unexposed, seal it in a moisture-proof container and keep it in the 
refrigerator or even in the home freezer. Color film can be held right 
up to the expiration date with no appreciable color shift if it is held 
below 50 F. When it is removed for use, let it warm up to room 
temperature before opening the factory package. When it comes out 
of the refrigerator, allow about 68 hours; from a freezer, about 
24. This will prevent moisture from the air condensing on the surface 
of the film as it does on the outside of a glass of a cold summer drink. 

Films are much more sensitive to storage conditions between ex- 
posure and development. This period should always be kept as short 
as possible, particularly in the summer. When black-and-white films 
are held undeveloped for several weeks in hot, moist weather, the 
highlights seem to decay slowly and the shadows to become more 
developable, cutting contrast. After a while, there is a general fading 
of image density (up to 50 percent after two or three months) and 
a growth of all-over fog. 

Reversal color films, with three layers of black-and-white sensitive 
emulsion, may exhibit strong shifts in color balance between 
exposure and development as the three layers of image decay at 
slightly different rates. On a trip, color films should be sent back by 
air mail for development as rapidly as possible. (Not by train nor 
by ship mail, where they may lie in the hot hold of a boat for a 
week or more! ) 

If this rapid development is not possible, they should be kept as 
cold as circumstances permit. This applies to black-and-white films 
as well, of course. In either case, they may have picked up con- 
siderable moisture from the air during the time they were in the 
camera and in extreme weather, they should be dried before ship- 
ment or storage. This isn’t as difficult as it may sound. Small con- 
tainers of silica gel are available. About one-half ounce sealed into 
a container with the film will bring down the relative humidity to 
about 30%. The silica gel can be reactivated by heating it in an 
oven at 300-400 for about a half hour. Some brands are color-keyed 
to turn a fairly deep blue when they are suitable for use. 

Extremes of heat and moisture will still affect films after proces- 
sing, but only reasonable care is required. Avoid hot attics, damp 
cellars, and the immediate neighborhood of steam pipes or hot-air 
registers. Dampness and direct sunlight attack all organic (and 
some nonorganic) color dyes. Notice how fast, for example, the red 


ink on outdoor posters fades away. Films kept dry, dark, and cool 
will last a long time, however, and you can expect the dyes in 
modern color transparencies to remain good for many years. 

As the summer temperatures rise, film processing requires more 
care, particularly with 35-mm, but is perfectly practical under 
ordinary amateur conditions up to around 95 F for black-and-white. 
Color results will not be satisfactory when the wash water runs above 
75 F for Anscochrome or 77 F for Ektachrome. The technique of 
“partial processing” explained later, will help when conditions are 
extreme. 

The key to successful black-and-white processing is the tempera- 
ture at which the water supply is running. At the recommended 
optimum temperature of 68-70 F, the gelatin layer of the film should 
not be subjected to more than about five-degree changes from solu 
tion to solution. It is safer, especially with 35 mm, to keep this 
down to 1 or 2 degrees. As the temperatures rise, the change should 
be held to a minimum. The easiest method is to let the water run 
until it reaches equilibrium and to bring all processing solutions to 
the same temperature as the wash water. Even in the northern part 
of the U. S., this may be as high as 80 F. However, if all solutions 
are at exactly the same temperature, reticulation (uneven expansion 
and contraction which may actually permanently “wrinkle” the emul 
sion) and frilling and blisters can be avoided 

Hot weather processing can be roughly divided into work between 
68 to 80 F, and work from 80 to 95 F. In either case, it is best to 
keep the whole process as rapid as possible in order to prevent dam 
age to the wet and relatively tender emulsion. 

It is important, particularly at these elevated temperatures, to work 
with fresh solutions throughout. Their action will be more rapid and 
they are less likely to have deteriorated in storage. A full, tightly 
capped bottle of developer will usually keep quite well for two to 
three months at 65-70 F, but may oxidize in only a few days when 
stored at 90-95 F. (Incidentally, oxygen will diffuse through poly- 
ethylene bottles and shorten the life of most developers. Amber glass 
is still best.) Fixing solutions, too, will store quite well for at least 
three months at 65 F, but are apt to sulfurize and turn milky or 
frothy after only two weeks above 75 F. Mix all solutions in small 
quantities during the summer and replace them promptly.

HOW TO TAKE LOW-BUDGET

HE strange and wondrous “silent world” be- 

low the water is now within reach of any 

amateur who can swim and who has about 

$32 to invest in underwater equipment. Perhaps the 

chief development making this possible has been the 

introduction of a simple, underwater roll film camera 
the Mako Shark—which sells for $19.95. 

Another technical advance—the development of 
high-speed color film has made it possible to record 
the impressive marine life and geological formations 
beneath the surface in color without expensive flash 
equipment. 

These two innovations have added a new dimen- 
sion to one of the most increasingly popular sports in 
America today—skin-diving and “snorkling.” Under- 
water photography no longer requires complex or ex- 
pensive apparatus. With a camera like the Mako 
Shark, a snorkel tube, foot fins or “flippers,” and a 
face mask, the exciting land beneath the water’s sur 
face may be photographed by anyone. 

Any amateur can make good underwater pictures 
in either black-and-white or color with the Mako 
Shark and existing light. I recently tested this camera 
while filming some 16-mm motion picture footage off 
the west coast of Mexico. The Shark is essentially a 
box camera that takes 620 film and has a molded 
plastic viewing frame with a peep sight on top of the 
case. There is also a film counter window in the rear 
of the case 

Its shutter release is on the upper right-hand side 
of the case, and it may feel slightly stiff in comparison 
to other cameras. But once you learn to squeeze and 
not jerk the shutter, you'll reduce greatly the possi- 
bility of getting pictures blurred by camera move- 
ment. Since the fixed shutter speed of the Shark is 
about 1/55 second, this problem can be licked by 
experimenting with the camera before entering the 
water to determine what method of holding the cam- 
era suits you best. 

The Shark is also a fixed-focus camera, so the focus 
must be estimated. I’ve found that the best results

Bs are splendid subjects to photo- 

graph. They offer great variety in 
shapes, light and shadow patterns, ac- 
tion, and speed, combined with many 
moods and textures of the sea. I have 
become so fascinated with marine work 
that it is hard for me to be enthusiastic 
about picture taking on land. Of course, 
there are many interesting subjects 
right in and near the harbors that can 
be taken from shore but the real fun of 
this work begins when you are no longer 
land-bound and can go out in a boat to 
shoot pictures. 

The camera used outdoors on land 
will probably be equally satisfactory on 
the water. However one that is simple 
to use and easy to reload will be greatly 
appreciated on a small boat, especially 
in a choppy sea. Often in a matter of 
seconds a good boat photograph is either 
made or lost and if one has to spend a 
lot of time with all sorts of gadgets and 
adjustments the picture will most likely 
be lost. A twin-lens reflex camera would 
be ideal or perhaps a 35 mm for color 
if you prefer. Two cameras would be 
handy since the opportunity for a par- 
ticularly nice series of pictures always 
seems to present itself when you're on 
frame number eleven of a twelve-expo- 
sure roll. 

Use a yellow filter (K-2) at all times 
with black-and-white film. It will dark- 
en the sky and add to the contrast of 
the sails and clouds against it. It serves 
the added purpose of keeping salt spray 
off the lens. When shooting in color use 
a polarizing filter for the same purpose. 
A sunshade is also helpful. Carry an 
exposure meter at least the first few 
times, you will be surprised at how 
much more light there is on the water. 
Almost always exposure will have to be 
reduced by at least one stop less than 
would be required on land for a subject 
of similar tonality under the same light 
ing conditions. 

To some extent the type of boat you 
shoot will determine the kind of sub- 
ject matter possible. For photos of all

OW many photographers, amateur and 
professional alike, have watched the wild- 
life pictures produced by Disney and 
others and said, “Boy, would I love to do 
work like that!”? Generally, this idea 
persists for a few days or weeks and 
peters out gradually in the face of such 
things as car payments, photo equipment 
costs, dental bills, or the contractor’s esti- 
mate for fixing the back porch. And, of 
course, the boss might have a few words 
to say about your taking a month or two 
off to go to Tanganyika. 

One consoling note is that you don't 
have to head for the tall timber in order 
to produce a good collection of nature 
and wildlife pictures. Chances are some 
wildlife is already coming to you, or at 
least will appear with a small induce- 
ment. Flowers and trees are found almost 
everywhere. Insects are plentiful (some- 
times too much so!). There is usually a 
pond or river nearby, and you can find 
aquatic mammals, frogs, salamanders, 
and wading birds there. In short, you 
will be a long time in exhausting the 
possibilities to be found within a half 
mile of your home. Even the apartment 
dweller will find these same wildlife sub- 
jects in nearby parks and zoological and 
botanical gardens. 

A battery of equipment is not an abso- 
lute necessity for nature work. Let’s see 
what can be done with the materials on 
hand. A _ twin-lens reflex, rangefinder 
35-mm camera, or even a box camera can 
be used for many shots, although there 
are limitations. If your camera will focus 
down to three feet or thereabouts and has 
a cable release socket, you will be able 
to work with flowers, trees, the medium- 
size and larger mammals such as squir- 
rels, raccoons, skunks, opossums, arma- 
dillos, deer, and bear. Any bird robin-size 
or larger will be within your operating 
range. Flight shots may even be possible, 
although the bird must be quite close and 
focusing will be largely guesswork. Add- 
ing an inexpensive close-up or portrait 
lens will permit more flexibility. Small 
birds and mammals, small flowers, and 
even large insects may then be photo- 
graphed satisfactorily. 


If you have a single-lens reflex a great 
deal more is possible. With extension 
tubes you can photograph small subjects 
life-size or larger on the film. You can 
turn out startling shots of insects, details 
of flowers, beetle “portraits,” leaf pat- 
terns, pictures of butterflies, small frogs 
and toads, salamanders, chipmunks, wood 
mice, and other small mammals, once 
they have become accustomed to the 
camera. Small birds may take longer to 
accept the camera as a harmless part of 
the scenery but they will eventually come 
in close enough 

With a moderate telephoto lens on your 
single-lens reflex you can get good shots 
of shy birds and mammals from a greater 
distance and record small subjects on 
film without the distortion that is un- 
avoidable when working close with a 
normal lens. A moderate telephoto will 
also allow you to photograph flowers 
without climbing fences or wading into 
a pond for close-ups. For instance, the 
pond lily was photographed with a tele- 
photo lens from about eleven feet. With 
a normal lens I would have had to wade 
in waist-deep water to get the same shot, 
and standing on a muddy bottom does 
not make for steady camera handling! A 
long telephoto lens of 250 mm or more 
on the single-lens reflex opens up a world 
of new opportunities. Don’t fall into the 
habit of thinking of the long lens ‘only 
for distant shots. Use it whenever you 
want a larger image without getting too 
close to the subject, or when a normal or 
medium telephoto lens would produce 
objectionable distortion. This is an old 
stunt of good portrait photographers; 
you will run into fewer complaints from 
your subjects and your pictures will. be 
better for it. Many times a wild bird will 
refuse to come within three or four feet 
of a shiny and mysterious camera, though 
they will come to bait eight or ten feet 
away. The chipmunk picture is a good 
example of this. The Hasselblad was 
focused on a small botanical label on 
which the chipmunk was in the habit of 
perching momentarily when running 
from the bait station to his hole with a 
mouthful of seeds. A 300-mm Kilfitt lens 





with extension tubes was used at a dis- 
tance of about seven feet. Moving closer 
probably would have caused the animal 





to travel a different route. 
Most bird and animal photography 
falls into one of three categories: remote- 
control, long-focus, or a combination of 
both. For distances up to 40 or 50 feet 
an air release will prove satisfactory in 
remote-control photography. The Kagra 
release is a good example of a well de- 
signed, inexpensive air release. A short 
cable release is screwed into the camera, 
and is actuated by a rubber piston in a 
small brass cylinder. Two lengths of 
vinyl plastic tubing, 20 and 13 feet long. ’

When there are no special directions 
for high temperature work with your de 
veloper, here is a suggested procedure 
which you should first test with a trial 
roll to be sure of your individual work- 
ing conditions: 

Jse the wash water as a water jacket to 
bring all solutions to exactly the 
temperature 

Following development, rinse the film 
in plain water for 30 seconds, then use a 
stop bath (1% oz of 28 per cent acetic 
acid to a quart of water). 

Use one of the rapid (ammonium thio- 
sulfate) fixers. A fresh solution will give 
maximum action in minimum time. Sev- 
eral of these do not have a hardening 
action on the emulsion. In hot weather, 
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add the special hardening solution pro 
vided by the manufacturer 

Follow this with a brief (one or two 
minute) rinse and a hypo-removal bath 
(several such products are on the mat 
ket), then wash for five minutes 

Immerse in a wetting agent for no 
longer than 30 sec (prolonged immer 
sion will soften the emulsion), then dry 
without the application of any additional 
heat but preferably in a slight breeze 
from a fan. Be careful of dust which will 
imbed itself in the softened emulsion 

If you are not using one of the ther 
mostable prepared developers listed in 
the chart, most of which have special 
directions for use at higher temperatures 
(see additional remarks in chart), your 
exact development times may have to be 
decided by trial. Try about 80 percent 
of the recommended time at 68 F at 75 F, 
about 65 percent of the time at 80F, o1

Glauber’s Salt) may be substituted, but 
214 times the amount will be required 
The salt, in this form, will dilute the 
developer somewhat and change its char- 
acteristics 

In the anhydrous form, sodium sulfate 
will only inhibit the swelling of the gel 
itin, preserving some of its mechanical 
strength and incidentally slowing down 
the developer action somewhat so that 
the timing does not become so critical 

In fact, with the addition of the proper 
amount of sulfate, the time at 80F will 
be about the recommended time at 68 F 
for the untreated developer. At 85F, 
cut back the developing time to about 75 
percent and at 90F to about 50 percent 
when you test your setup for this high 
temperature work. 

Sodium bisulfite is sometimes used in 
stead of sodium sulfate (see directions in 
chart for Ethol UFG). You could even 
use sugar in an emergency! 

It may be necessary to substitute a 
hardener for the usual rinse and/or stop 
bath before fixing. The ‘most suitable 
formula for this is: 


The film should go directly from devel- 
oper into this hardener; agitate for 30 
seconds and let it remain in the bath for 
a total of 3 minutes. Discard the bath

The average tourist, who carries a simple camera and packs 
a few rolls of film may “do” Europe in a breathless once-ove 
lightly then return home without realizing that there are ever 
any difficulties at borders. The more ambitious amateur, who 
uses several cameras and takes what he regards as a no more 
than adequate supply of film to cover expected picture-making 
opportunities, might run into small snarls of red tape at inter- 
vals during his trip. 

More often than not, rules are read in favor of the American 
traveler are the economy of every 
country. But the rules are applied by individual human beings 
playing their role as their country’s doorkeepers and limited by 
their own experience. It is possible (although the chances of its 
occurring to you are remote) to encounter a customs inspector 
who regards three rolls of film as a quite “reasonable” supply 
for a two-week visit; he may not use that much film in a year, 
if he has a camera at all!

Courtesy and cooperation (which some American tourists for- 
get to bring along, to the annoyance of the others) go a long 
way toward solving such misunderstandings. You will probably 
want to shoot more film than you can bring in, anyway, and 
you can usually replenish your supply—unless other American 
tourists have temporarily cleaned out the stocks. Kodak films 
(made in U. S., Canada, France, and England) may be found 
almost anywhere for which a passport is valid. Anscochrome 
sources are increasing in number and distribution. The Polaroid 
Land film carton is also now in evidence in several areas. 


If the labels on the films displayed in the countries you visit 
are strange to you, pick any of the brands listed elsewhere in this 
section. The films listed should give you satisfactory results, al 
though you may find the color rendition of some of them different 


from that of American films. 


On these pages are some suggestions for things to do before 
you go, precautions to prevent trouble and annoyance. Even if 
you should run into a trifle of this, your photes will remind you

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TIPS FOR THE TRAVEL-WISE 


BAD WEATHER BLUES—Don’t 
get them on your vacation, 
because you can take pic- 
tures in virtually any kind 
of weather. Some pho- 
tographers feel the best 
pictures can be made 
when the sun is not shin- 
ing brightly. Beautiful 
monochromatic color pic- 
tures can be made on 
overcast days—just re- 
member to increase your 
exposure when the light 
is poor. If you’re deter- 
mined to have sunny pic- 
tures on overcast days, 
add a yellow filter to warm 
up the tones. And if it’s 
too dark for color, remem- 
ber you can get effective, 
off-beat black-and-white 
pictures when the weath- 
er’s bad.

(one fast, the other slow 
or medium speed) and 
don’t use the high-speed 
films if you have no need 
for the extra speed. Re- 
member that the slower 
the film, the better the 
grain and resolution 
quality. 


TAKE YouR TimE—One good 
picture is worth many poor 
ones. If the picture is 
really good, it’s worth 
waiting for and worth 
shooting more than once.
